This is the truth, and (here is evidence that, Ihe American 


people are wakening lo its importance. There have been sev- 
eral outbreaks of criticism of the Administration and depart- 
ment heads which it was plain were "prompted, in some de- 
decree al least, b ypolilical motives, but the onslaughts were 
coinp'ara'tivelv short-lived. The people were in no temper to 
tolerate" that "sort of thing when the country is facing such a 
task as it .faces today, and the ciilics soon became aware of 
lliis rind 'subsided. President Wilson has never asked or ex- 
pected immunity from criticism, and no fair-minded man ob- 
jecis lo wholesome and constructive criticism of tlie acts ot 
the Administration or the men it has placed in positions of 
responsibility. But any attempt to harrass.the president and 
Hie heads' of departments needlessly will be disapproved by 
tlie-public-and by all parlies, -who are alive lo the fact that this 
is a iime'lo stand together and not lo tear asunder.
